[PROPOSEDl ORDER 

WHEREAS, on July 18, 2018, the National Football League, NFL Properties 
LLC, and the National Football League Foundation (collectively, the “NFL Defendants”) 
filed a Motion to File Under Seal Limited Portions of Their Motion to Dismiss the 
Complaints Filed by Settlement Class Members Tracy Scroggins, Rose Stabler, and A.H. 


(ECFNo. 10148); 
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WHEREAS, the NFL Defendants shall file an appropriate version of their 
motion to dismiss on the docket within five (5) days of the Court’s order on the motion to 
seal; 

WHEREAS, on July 18, 2018, A.H. filed a Motion to Remand to the 
Superior Court of Massachusetts (ECF No. 10149); 

It is ORDERED that: 

(i.) Any opposition to the NFL Defendants’ motion to dismiss shall be 
due sixty (60) days after the NFL Defendants’ motion to dismiss is 
filed; 

(ii.) Any opposition to A.H.’s motion to remand shall likewise be due 
sixty (60) days after the NFL Defendants’ motion to dismiss is filed; 

(iii.) Any reply briefs in support of the NFL Defendants’ motion to dismiss 
shall be due thirty (30) days after the deadline for filing an opposition 
to the motion to dismiss; and 

(iv.) Any reply briefs in support of A.H.’s remand motion shall be due 
thirty (30) days after the deadline for filing an opposition to the 
remand motion.
